REMARKS 

An Election of Species has been required from among the following: 
polycationic polymers; 
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targeting moieties; 
lysis agents; and 
linkers. 

The Applicants elect, without traverse: 
As a polycationic polymer, PEL 

As a targeting moiety, ligands, with the further election of synthetic or natural 
polypeptides (page 1 1 , line 5) as the specific ligand. 
As a lysis agent, streptolysin O. 
As a linker, a polypeptide. 

The claims readable on the elected species are 1-29, 31-55, and 57-64. 

The time for responding to the Office Action was set for November 3, 2003. 
Therefore, it is believed that this Response is timely and no fee for extension of time is 
necessary.
